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INTRODUCTION 


The  Illinois  Commission  on  Intergovernmental  Cooperation,  a  bipartisan, 
legislative  commission  of  the  General  Assembly,  is  mandated  the  responsibility 
of  serving  as  the  ". . .  information  center  for  the  General  Assembly  in  the  field  of 
federal-state  relations  and  as  State  Central  Information  Reception  Agency  for  the 
purpose  of  receiving  information  from  federal  agencies  under  the  United  States 
Office  of  Management  and  Budget  circular  A-98  and  the  United  States 
Department  of  the  Treasury  Circular  TC-1082."  (Illinois  Revised  Statutes,  1989, 
Chapter  63,  Section  1004-2). 

In  meeting  this  responsibility,  the  Commission,  with  cooperation  from  the 
Bureau  of  the  Budget,  records  and  tracks  applications  for,  and  awards  of,  federal 
grants  by  state  agencies.  In  addition,  the  Commission  conducts  an  annual 
survey  designed  to  identify  the  receipt  of  federal  aid  funds  by  Illinois  state 
agencies. 

The  Federal  Funds  to  State  Agencies  (FFSA)  report  was  designed  to  provide 
legislators  and  legislative  staff  with  a  comprehensive  reference  of  information 
on  federal  funds  that  are  received  by  state  agencies.  The  FFSA  report  augments 
the  information  provided  in  the  Commission's  monthly  reports  of  federal  fund 
transactions  by  listing  federal  aid  awards  on  a  state  fiscal  year  basis  and 
including  descriptive  program  information.  It  is  hoped  that  this  information 
will  help  legislators  and  legislative  staff  develop  a  clearer  understanding  of  the 
federal  programs  used  by  Illinois  state  agencies,  and  of  the  levels  at  which  those 
programs  are  being  funded. 

Organization 

The  program  descriptions  in  FFSA  are  preceded  by  a  table  of  contents  which 
lists  the  federal  programs  used  by  state  agencies  from  FY  1989  through  FY  1991. 
This  table  will  facilitate  the  location  of  the  federal  program  descriptions  as  well 
as  indicate  which  groups  of  federal  programs  are  used  by  each  state  agency.  A 
table  showing  federal  aid  awards  by  state  agency  is  appended.  Programs  within 
each  agency  are  listed  by  the  numbers  assigned  to  them  by  the  U.S.  Office  of 
Management  and  Budget  (OMB)  in  their  Catalog  of  Federal  Domestic  Assistance. 
Descriptions  of  each  program  include  the  proper  name,  program  description 
(objectives  and  services  provided  or  supported),  formula  description,  matching 
requirements,  account  identification  number  (federal),  and  a  table  illustrating 
the  outlays  to  Illinois  for  FY  1989,  FY  1990  and  FY  1991.  In  some  cases,  recent 
and  proposed  changes  in  the  federal  program  are  discussed. 

Information  Sources 

The  basic  sources  for  the  fiscal  data  included  in  the  FFSA  report  are  the 
Commission  on  Intergovernmental  Cooperation's  Federal  Aid  Surveys  which 
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have  examined  the  use  of  federal  funds  by  Illinois  state  agencies  from  FY  1973 
until  the  present.  The  Commission  has  combined  its  survey  information  with 
information  compiled  through  its  federal  aid  tracking  system  to  obtain  actual 
and  estimated  totals  for  most  federal  programs.  The  fiscal  information  is 
supplied  directly  by  the  state  agencies,  and  it  is  assumed  the  figures  are 
supplied  in  good  faith  and  are  substantially  correct.  In  a  few  cases  where 
federal  programs  provide  funds  under  several  subcategories,  the  fiscal 
information  was  obtained  from  Federal  Funds  Information  for  States  (FFIS),  a 
project  sponsored  by  the  National  Conference  of  State  Legislatures  and  the 
National  Governors  Association.  The  primary  source  for  the  program 
descriptive  information  is  the  U.S.  Office  of  Management  and  Budget's  Catalog  of 
Federal  Domestic  Assistance. 

Using  this  Handbook 

The  federal  programs  in  this  handbook  were  included  if  the  funds  were 
received  directly  from  the  federal  government  or  a  non-state  agency.  Programs 
in  which  a  state  agency  received  funds  (subgrants)  from  another  state  agency 
have  been  excluded  to  avoid  "double  counting"  or  falsely  inflating  the  dollar 
totals. 

Descriptions  of  the  federal  programs  include  their  proper  names,  common 
names  (where  appropriate),  and  five-digit  identifying  numbers  as  listed  in  the 
U.S.  Office  of  Management  and  Budget's  Catalog  of  Federal  Domestic  Assistance 
(OMB  catalog  numbers).  Each  OMB  catalog  number  serves  to  identify  a  federal 
program  and  the  administering  federal  agency.  In  a  few  instances  where  federal 
programs  are  not  listed  in  the  Catalog  of  Federal  Domestic  Assistance,  this 
Commission  has  assigned  a  unique  identifying  number.  The  program 
descriptions  are  arranged  in  ascending  order  by  OMB  catalog  number.  For 
example,  the  following  list  shows  the  basic  numbering  scheme  and  the 
corresponding  federal  agencies:

84.034       PUBLIC  LIBRARY  SERVICES 

Program  Description:  This  program  is  designed  to  assist  in:  (1)  extending  public 
library  services  to  areas  without  service  or  with  inadequate  service;  (2) 
establishing  services  to  individuals  who,  by  reason  of  distance,  residence, 
handicap,  age,  literacy  level,  or  other  disadvantage,  are  unable  to  receive  the 
benefits  of  public  library  services;  (3)  adapting  public  library  services  to  meet 
particular  needs  of  individuals  within  the  states,  including  those  with  limited 
English-speaking  ability;  (4)  assisting  libraries  to  serve  as  community  information 
referral  centers;  (5)  assisting  libraries  in  providing  literacy  programs  for  adults 
and  school  dropouts  in  cooperation  with  other  agencies  and  organizations,  if 
appropriate;  (6)  strengthening  state  library  administrative  agencies  for  meeting 
the  needs  of  the  people  of  the  states;  (7)  strengthening  major  urban  resource 
libraries;  (8)  establishing,  expanding,  and  operating  programs  and  projects  to 
provide  state  institutional  library  services  to  the  physically  handicapped  and 
elderly;  (9)  increasing  public  library  services  or  access  to  these  services  through 
effective  use  of  technology;  and  (10)  strengthening  metropolitan  public  libraries 
which  serve  as  national  or  regional  resource  centers. 

Formula  Description:  Each  state  receives  $200,000,  with  the  balance  distributed 
on  the  basis  of  resident  population. 

Recent  and  Proposed  Changes:  The  Administration  proposed  terminating  this 
program  in  1992,  as  it  has  since  1985.

Program  Description:  This  program  is  designed  to  plan  the  development  of 
cooperative  networks  and  to  establish,  expand,  and  operate  local,  regional,  and 
interstate  networks  of  libraries.  The  network  should  provide  for  the  systematic 
and  effective  coordination  of  the  resources  of  school,  public,  academic,  and 
special  libraries  and  information  centers. 

Formula  Description:  Each  state  is  given  $40,000,  with  the  balance  distributed  on 
the  basis  of  resident  population. 

Recent  and  Proposed  Changes:  The  Administration  has  proposed  terminating 
this  activity  for  1992.

84.154       PUBLIC  LIBRARY  CONSTRUCTION 

Program  Description:  Funds  are  provided  through  state  agencies  for  building  or 
remodeling  public  libraries  to  ensure  consistency  with  standards  of  the 
Architectural  Barriers  Act  of  1968,  and  for  remodeling  structures  to  conserve 
energy.  Funds  may  be  used  for  the  construction  of  new  buildings,  acquisition, 
expansion,  remodeling,  alteration  and  initial  equipping  of  a  building.  Funds  may 
not  be  used  for  the  purchase  of  books  or  other  library  materials,  or  for  the 
provision  of  services. 

Formula  Description:  The  federal  share  of  the  construction  project  cost  varies 
from  33  to  66  percent,  based  on  a  state's  per  capita  income  as  compared  to  the 
national  average. 

Recent  and  Proposed  Changes:  The  Administration  has  proposed  terminating 
this  program  in  1992  as  it  has  since  1985.

10.550       FOOD  DISTRIBUTION 

Program  Description:  This  program  is  designed  to  improve  the  diets  of  school 
and  preschool  children;  the  elderly;  needy  persons  in  charitable  institutions,  other 
individuals  in  need  of  food  assistance;  and  to  increase  the  market  for  domestically 
produced  foods  acquired  under  surplus  removal  or  price  support  operations. 

Formula  Description:  Foods  are  donated  on  the  basis  of  availability  and  need. 
Under  PL98-8,  foods  are  allocated  to  each  state  on  the  basis  of  a  formula 
combining  the  number  of  persons  in  the  state  living  below  the  poverty  level  (60 
percent)  and  the  number  of  unemployed  persons  (40  percent).

13.633       ADMINISTRATION  ON  AGING  --  SUPPORTIVE  SERVICES  AND 
SENIOR  CENTERS 

Program  Description:  This  program  provides  financial  assistance  to  state  and 
area  agencies  for  support  of  programs  for  older  persons  via  statewide  planning 
and  provision  of  social  services.  The  program  funds  over  2,000  senior  centers  and 
approximately  665  area  agencies  nationwide. 

Formula  Description:  Each  state  receives  a  share  based  on  the  number  of 
residents  60  years  or  older,  except  that  no  state  receives  less  than  one-half  of  one 
percent  or  its  1978  level.  Beginning  in  1985,  the  minimum  allocation  is  a  state's 
1984  level. 

Recent  and  Proposed  Changes:  In  the  past,  the  Administration  has  proposed 
merging  the  three  Administration  on  Aging  (AoA)  programs  and  the  Department 
of  Agriculture  elderly  feeding  programs  into  a  block  grant  administered  through 
AoA.

Program  Description:  This  program  finances  the  provision  of  congregate  and 
home-delivered  meals  to  older  Americans.  Nutrition  education  and  other 
appropriate  nutrition  services  are  also  provided. 

Formula  Description:  Funds  are  distributed  on  the  basis  of  the  number  of 
residents  60  years  of  age  or  older,  except  that  no  state  receives  less  than  one-half 
of  one  percent  or  its  1978  level.  Beginning  in  1985,  the  minimum  allocation  is  a 
state's  1984  level.  Separate  allotments  are  provided  for  congregate  and  home- 
delivered  meals,  using  the  same  formula. 

Recent  and  Proposed  Changes:  In  the  past,  the  Administration  has  proposed 
merging  the  three  Administration  on  Aging  (AoA)  programs  and  the  Department 
of  Agriculture  elderly  feeding  programs  into  a  block  grant  administered  through 
AoA.

13.668       SPECIAL  PROGRAMS  FOR  THE  AGING  -  TITLE  IV 

Program  Description:  This  program  is  designed  to  provide  adequately  trained 
personnel  in  the  held  of  aging,  to  improve  knowledge  of  the  problems  and  needs 
of  the  elderly,  and  to  demonstrate  better  ways  of  improving  the  quality  of  life  for 
the  elderly.  Funds  may  be  used  to  train  persons  to  work  in  the  field  of  aging  and 
to  increase  the  availability  and  accessibility  of  training  and  education  programs  in 
the  field  of  aging;  and  to  conduct  activities  for  the  development  of  knowledge  to 
improve  the  circumstances  of  older  people.  Some  of  these  activities  may  be 
conducted  by  multidisciplinary  centers  of  gerontology. 

Formula  Description:  This  program  has  no  statutory  formula.  Grants  are 
awarded  on  a  discretionary  basis.  Matching  requirements  may  be  required  of  any 
grantee  to  the  extent  deemed  appropriate  by  the  Commissioner  on  Aging.

17.235       SENIOR  COMMUNITY  SERVICE  EMPLOYMENT  PROGRAM  (SCSEP) 

Program  Description:  This  program  is  designed  to  provide,  foster,  and  promote 
part-time  work  opportunities  (usually  20  hours  per  week)  in  community  service 
activities  for  low-income  persons  who  are  55  years  old  and  older.  To  the  extent 
feasible,  the  program  assists  and  promotes  the  transition  of  program  enrollees 
into  unsubsidized  employment.  The  individuals  who  are  employed  may  be 
placed  in  work  assignments  at  local  service  agencies  (e.g.,  schools,  hospitals,  day 
care  centers,  park  systems,  etc.),  or  may  be  given  work  assignments  in  connection 
with  community  service  projects.  A  portion  of  project  funds  may  be  used  to 
provide  participants  with  training,  counseling,  and  other  support  services. 

Formula  Description:  The  statutory  allocation  formula  (Section  506  of  the  Act) 
provides  for  the  distribution  of  funds  among  states  on  the  basis  of  a  hold- 
harmless  factor,  the  number  of  persons  aged  55  and  over  residing  in  each  state 
and  the  per  capita  income  (PCI)  in  each  state.  Project  sponsors  must  contribute  at 
least  10  percent  of  the  costs  of  the  project.  The  sponsor  share  may  be  contributed 
in  cash  or  in-kind.  This  program  has  maintenance  of  effort  requirements;  see 
funding  agency  for  further  details.  The  statistical  factors  used  for  fund  allocations 
are:  (1)  the  number  of  persons  over  55  years  old  by  state,  the  source  is  Census  P- 
25  Current  Population  Reports;  (2)  state  per  capita  income,  the  source  is  State  and 


County  Personal  Income  Bureau  of  Economic  Analysis;  and  (3)  below  the  state  level, 
funds  are  distributed  on  the  basis  of  the  number  of  persons  over  the  age  of  55  and 
persons  in  poverty  calculated  from  two  sources:  the  number  of  persons  age  55  or 
over  who  have  incomes  at  or  below  125  percent  of  the  DHHS  poverty  guidelines 
and  Census  P-60  Current  Population  Reports.

Formula  Description:  Recipients  share  the  project  or  program  costs.  The  cost- 
sharing  arrangements  are  developed  between  the  U.S.  Department  of  Agriculture 
and  the  recipients  in  advance  of  the  program  unless  otherwise  stated  by  Congress.

Market  news 
information  is  disseminated  by  the  news  media,  as  well  as  by  mimeographed 
reports,  bulletin  boards,  telephone,  facsimile  machines,  data  networks,  and 
telegraph.

10.162  INSPECTION  GRADING  AND  STANDARDIZATION 

Program  Description:  This  program  is  designed  to:  (1)  develop  and  apply

Program  Description:  This  program  is  designed  to  prevent  mislabeled  seed  from 
moving  in  interstate  commerce  by  providing  for  random  sampling  of  seeds  to 
ensure  accurate  labeling  of  seed  characteristics.  The  plant  variety  protection 
program  offers  legal  protection  by  providing  the  equivalent  of  a  patent  to 
developers  of  new  varieties  of  plants  which  reproduce.  The  research  and 
promotion  programs  provide  for  the  collection  of  an  assessment  for  each 
commodity  covered  by  statutes  to  enable  the  commodity  industries  to  carry  out 
research  and  promotion  activities.  It  is  the  responsibility  of  the  Agricultural 
Marketing  Service  to  ensure  responsible  use  of  these  assessments  in  meeting  the 
research  and  promotional  objective.  The  Dairy  and  Tobacco  Adjustment  Act 
authorized  the  establishment  of  a  national  dairy  promotion  research  and  nutrition 
education  program  to  eliminate  deceptive,  unfair  and  fraudulent  trade  practices 
in  the  processing  and  marketing  of  food  and  agricultural  products  and  to  provide 
assistance  to  those  striving  to  achieve  this  objective.

66.700       CONSOLIDATED  PESTICIDE  COMPLIANCE  MONITORING  AND

(2)      PESTICIDE  ENFORCEMENT 

Program  Description:  This  program  is  designed  to  support  and  strengthen 
pesticide  compliance  monitoring,  inspection  and  enforcement  activities.  States 
are  reimbursed  for  costs  specifically  incurred  in  purchasing  inspection  supplies 
and  equipment;  reimbursing  state  travel  and  per  diem  expenses;  purchasing 
essential  laboratory  equipment  and  supplies;  and  paying  salaries  for  personnel 
performing  inspections,  analytical  and/or  managerial  functions  relating  to  grant 
activities. 

Common  program  activities  for  enforcement  include:  (1)  inspections  and 
observations  at  pesticide  application  sites  to  ensure  user  compliance  with  label 
directions  and  acceptable  use  practices;  (2)  inspections  of  pesticide  products  at 
production  facilities  and  in  the  retail  marketplace  to  ensure  industry  compliance 
with  registration,  classification,  and  labeling  requirements;  and  (3)  initiation  of 
appropriate  enforcement  action  when  violations  are  detected,  including  civil 
criminal  prosecution,  stop  sale  orders,  seizures,  recalls  and  warning  notices. 

Formula  Description:  This  program  has  no  statutory  formula.  Grants  are 
awarded  on  a  discretionary  basis.  A  nriinirnum  15  percent  cost-sharing  is 
required.

Increased  funding  in 
1987  partially  eliminated  the  1986  reduction.  The  1988  budget  proposed 
rescinding  all  1987  formula  funds  (retaining  discretionary  amounts).  It  also 
proposed  eliminating  three  programs  ~  WIN,  targeted  adjustment  assistance, 
and  the  dislocated  workers  program  ~  and  replacing  them  in  1988  with  a  new 
program  of  worker  adjustment  assistance.  The  1991  budget  proposes  to  repeal 
the  Trade  Act  adjustment  assistance  program  effective  October  1, 1991.

Each  characteristic's  value  is  also  normalized  and  weighted.  The  four 
characteristics  are  as  follows:  (1)  the  annual  BTU's  saved  from  subsidized 
measures,  divided  by  the  amount  of  bank  subsidies  provided,  normalized  to  5, 
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with  a  weight  of  0.1;  (2)  the  total  cost  of  measures  subsidized,  divided  by  the  total 
amount  of  bank  subsidies  provided,  normalized  to  5,  with  a  weight  of  0.1;  and  (3) 
the  amount  of  bank  funds  drawndown  divided  by  the  total  amount  of  bank  funds 
drawndown  by  all  participants,  normalized  to  5,  with  a  weight  of  0.3.  The  value 
of  Factor  B  will  be  reduced  if  other  federal  funds  are  used  to  pay  for  the  cost  of 
any  measures  subsidized  with  bank  funds.  A  reduction  of  5  percent  will  be 
applied  for  each  10  percent  of  bank  funds  that  are  used  in  connection  with  other 
federal  funds.  The  product  of  Factor  A  and  Factor  B  produces  a  score  used  to 
determine  the  amount  of  funds  to  be  allocated  to  each  participant.  Each 
individual  score  will  be  divided  by  the  sum  of  all  scores  and  the  resulting  ratios 
will  be  multiplied  by  the  funds  available  to  provide  the  allocations.  All  the  data 
utilized  in  the  formula  is  maintained  by  the  Department  of  Housing  and  Urban 
Development,  Solar  Energy  and  Energy  Conservation  Bank.  Individuals  are 
required  to  certify  that  sufficient  funds  are  available  to  match  a  grant  in  meeting 
the  cost  of  the  installation.

The  Act  further  stipulates  that  the  state  expenditures  in  any  given  year, 
without  federal  assistance,  cannot  be  less  than  the  average  amount  expended  by 
the  state  for  gas  pipeline  safety  during  fiscal  years  1967  and  1968  and  for  the  last 
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two  fiscal  years  preceding  the  date  of  enactment  of  the  Hazardous  Liquid  Pipeline 
Safety  Act  of  1979.  The  state  agency  must  also  agree  to  provide  the  remaining 
cost  of  the  safety  program(s).  Within  these  limitations,  the  formula  used  to 
allocate  the  majority  of  available  funds  assigns  a  preliminary  allocation  based  on 
a  percentage  factor  inversely  related  to  the  size  of  the  requested  funding.  These 
amounts  are  modified  by  subtracting  an  amount  calculated  by  multiplying  the 
difference  between  the  total  requests  and  the  primary  portion  of  available  funds 
by  the  result  of  dividing  each  state's  shortfall  (the  difference  between  the  request 
and  the  preliminary  allocation)  by  the  total  shortfall.  This  produces  a  primary 
allocation.  A  secondary  allocation  is  determined  by  assigning  point  values  to  the 
states  for  having  achieved  certain  levels  of  program  participation,  dividing  this 
point  score  by  the  sum  of  the  states'  point  scores,  and  multiplying  this  ratio  by  the 
amount  available  for  the  distribution.  In  1989,  remaining  funds  were  distributed 
according  to  certain  criteria  designed  to  seek  improvements  in  state  programs. 
The  criteria  used  were  jurisdiction,  inspector  qualifications,  recommended 
number  of  inspection  person-days,  underground  utility  damage  prevention  and 
other  relevant  criteria.  In  1989,  the  federal  allocations  represented  26  percent  of 
the  estimated  state  request  in  the  natural  gas  program  (range:  15  to  50  percent) 
and  the  federal  allocations  represented  10  percent  of  the  estimated  state  request  in 
the  hazardous  liquid  program  (range:  6  to  40  percent).

Rather,  it  represents  a 
planning  basis  from  which  a  state  can  develop  its  scope  of  work  for  next  year's 
effort.  This  scope  of  work  then  becomes  the  basis  of  negotiations  between  the 
state  and  its  FEMA  Regional  Office  which  will  ultimately  determine  the  actual 
amount  of  earthquake  state  assistance  to  be  provided  by  FEMA.   A  rnininiurn  of  a 
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25  percent  nonfederal  contribution  to  the  cost  of  earthquake  hazards  reduction 
project  is  required.  Beginning  in  fiscal  year  1990,  cost-sharing  will  be  required  on 
the  basis  of  a  minimum  nonfederal  contribution  of  50  percent  to  total  cost  of  a 
state's  earthquake  hazards  reduction  project.  This  contribution  must  be  cash. 
Another  requirement  in  the  regulation  is  that  at  least  15  percent  of  the  total  state 
project  (combined  federal  and  state  funds,  per  cost  sharing  requirements)  be  used 
for  mitigation  activities.

A  State  Trust  Fund  section  was 
added  to  identify  the  trust  fund(s)  used  for  depositing  the  federal  grants,  and  a  table  was 
added  to  indicate  which  state  programs  are  supported  and  what  areas  and  populations 
of  Illinois  are  served  by  the  federal  grants.

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INTRODUCTION 


The  Illinois  Commission  on  Intergovernmental  Cooperation,  a 
bipartisan,  legislative  commission  of  the  General  Assembly,  is  mandated 
the  responsibility  of  serving  as  the  ".  .  .  information  center  for  the  General 
Assembly  in  the  field  of  federal-state  relations,  .  .  .  and  compiling  and 
maintaining  current  information  on  available  and  pending  federal  aid 
programs "  {Illinois  Revised  Statutes,  1991,  Chapter  63,  Section  1004-2). 

In  meeting  this  responsibility,  the  Commission  records  and  tracks 
applications  for,  and  awards  of,  federal  grants  by  state  agencies.  In 
addition,  the  Commission  conducts  an  annual  survey  designed  to  identify 
the  receipt  of  federal  aid  funds  by  Illinois  state  agencies. 

The  Federal  Funds  to  State  Agencies  (FFSA)  report  is  designed  to  provide 
legislators  and  legislative  staff  with  a  comprehensive  reference  of 
information  on  federal  funds  that  are  received  by  state  agencies.  The  FFSA 
report  augments  the  information  provided  in  the  Commission's  monthly 
reports  of  federal  fund  transactions  by  listing  federal  aid  awards  on  a  state 
fiscal  year  basis  and  including  descriptive  program  information.  It  is 
hoped  that  this  information  will  help  legislators  and  legislative  staff 
develop  a  clearer  understanding  of  the  federal  programs  used  by  Illinois 
state  agencies,  and  of  the  levels  at  which  those  programs  are  being  funded. 

Overview 

Illinois  state  agencies  participate  in  approximately  300  federal 
programs  a  year.  During  the  past  few  years,  federal  grant  awards  for  the 
programs  used  by  state  agencies  have  continued  to  increase,  following  the 
trend  in  expenditures  for  total  U.S.  grants  (see  Figure  1).  In  FY  1991,  these 
awards  totaled  $4.8  billion  and  were  estimated  to  increase  to  $6.2  billion  in 
FY  1992.  A  significant  amount  of  that  increase  was  the  additional  $884 
million  for  the  Medicaid  program,  due  in  part  to  the  adoption  of  provider 
participation  fees  to  be  used  as  state  matching  funds.  A  closer  look  at  the 
table  in  Appendix  2  reveals  that  the  net  difference  from  FY  1991  to  FY  1992, 
although  positive,  is  a  mix  of  increases  and  decreases.  Some  programs 
have  been  increased  by  Congress,  while  other  programs  have  been  reduced 
or  eliminated.

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In  addition  to  the  Medicaid  program,  some  of  the  major  increases  in 
federal  funds  from  FY  1991  to  FY  1992  include  the  newly  authorized 
Highway  Construction  program,  the  State  Board  of  Education's  Chapter  1 
— Compensatory  Education  and  National  School  Lunch  programs,  the 
Guaranteed  Student  Loan  program  under  the  Student  Assistance 
Commission,  and  the  Department  of  Public  Aid's  Family  Support 
program.  Programs  with  substantial  reductions  include  Army  National 
Guard's  Construction  program  and  the  Operation  and  Maintenance 
program  under  the  Department  of  Military  and  Naval;  the  Department  of

Using  this  Handbook 

The  federal  programs  in  this  handbook  were  included  if  the  funds  were 
received  directly  from  the  federal  government  or  a  non-state  agency. 
Programs  in  which  a  state  agency  received  funds  (subgrants)  from  another 
state  agency  have  been  excluded  to  avoid  "double  counting"  or  falsely 
inflating  the  dollar  totals. 

The  program  descriptions  in  FFSA  are  preceded  by  a  table  of  contents 
that  lists  the  federal  programs  used  by  state  agencies  from  FY  1990  through 
FY  1992.  This  table  will  facilitate  the  location  of  the  federal  program 
descriptions  as  well  as  indicate  which  groups  of  federal  programs  are  used 
by  each  state  agency.  Tables  showing  federal  aid  awards  by  state  agency 
are  appended.  Programs  within  each  agency  are  listed  by  the  numbers 
assigned  to  them  by  the  U.S.  Office  of  Management  and  Budget  (OMB)  in 
their  Catalog  of  Federal  Domestic  Assistance.  Descriptions  of  each  program 
include  the  proper  name,  program  description  (objectives  and  services 
provided  or  supported),  formula  description,  matching  requirements, 
account  identification  number  (federal),  and  a  table  illustrating  the  outlays 
to  Illinois  for  FY  1990,  FY  1991  and  FY  1992.  In  some  cases,  recent  and 
proposed  changes  in  the  federal  program  are  discussed. 

This  year's  handbook  contains  two  new  sections  of  state  information  to 
assist  legislators  and  staff  in  linking  the  federal  program  data  to  the  state 
budget.  A  State  Trust  Fund  section  was  added  to  identify  the  trust  fund(s) 
used  for  depositing  the  federal  grants,  and  a  table  was  added  (see  below)  to 
indicate  which  state  programs  are  supported  and  what  areas  and 
populations  of  Illinois  are  served  by  the  federal  grants.

Information  Sources 

The  basic  sources  for  the  fiscal  data  included  in  the  FFSA  report  are  the 
Commission  on  Intergovernmental  Cooperations  Federal  Aid  Surveys  which 
have  examined  the  use  of  federal  funds  by  Illinois  state  agencies  from  FY 
1973  until  the  present.  The  Commission  has  combined  its  survey 
information  with  information  compiled  through  its  federal  aid  tracking 
system  to  obtain  actual  and  estimated  totals  for  most  federal  programs. 
The  fiscal  information  is  supplied  directly  by  the  state  agencies,  and  it  is 
assumed  the  figures  are  supplied  in  good  faith  and  are  substantially 
correct.  In  a  few  cases  where  federal  programs  provide  funds  under 
several  subcategories,  the  fiscal  information  was  obtained  from  Federal 
Funds  Information  for  States  (FFIS),  a  project  sponsored  by  the  National 
Conference  of  State  Legislatures  and  the  National  Governors  Association. 
The  primary  source  for  the  program  descriptive  information  is  the  U.S. 
Office  of  Management  and  Budget's  Catalog  of  Federal  Domestic  Assistance.

11.305     STATE  AND  LOCAL  ECONOMIC  DEVELOPMENT 

Program  Description:  This  program  is  designed  to  help  state  and/or  local 
urban  governments  formulate  and  implement  economic  development  plans 
designed  to  reduce  unemployment  and  increase  incomes.  Grants  are  used  for 
planning,  staff  salaries,  related  administrative  expenses  and  to  conduct  studies. 

Formula  Description:  This  program  has  no  statutory  formula,  and  no  legal  or 
administrative  regulations  prescribe  factors  to  be  used  to  allocate  funds  among 
eligible  applicants.  A  minimum  of  25  percent  of  the  total  budget  must  be 
obtained  from  nonfederal  sources.  This  may  be  in  the  form  of  cash  and/or  in- 
kind  contributions.  The  primary  statistical  factors  used  for  eligibility  are  the 
unemployment  rate,  per  capita  income  and  population.

management,  etc.;  and  (3)  more  states  have  begun  to  apply  for  full 
administrative  reimbursements  as  allowed  by  law.  As  a  result,  a  variety  of 
proposals  have  been  made  to  cap  state  entitlements  in  the  past  five  years.  The 
President's  FFY  1993  budget  proposed  capping  costs  at  current  levels  and  did 
not  include  funding  for  prior  year  state  claims.

Level  funding  for  JTPA  programs  is  requested.

(2)      SUMMER  YOUTH  EMPLOYMENT  PROGRAM  (SYEP) 

Program  Description:  This  program  subsidizes  part-time  employment  and 
training  activities  during  the  summer  for  economically  disadvantaged  youth. 
The  program,  which  preceded  the  passage  of  CETA,  was  then  funded  under 
CETA,  and  is  now  funded  under  the  Job  Training  Partnership  Act  of  1982. 
Beginning  in  1984,  most  of  the  monies  provided  for  this  program  have  been 
forward-funded— budget  authority  enacted  for  1992  is  to  be  used  in  the 
summer  of  1993. 

Formula  Description:  Half  of  these  funds  are  distributed  on  the  basis  of  prior- 
year  allocations.  The  balance  is  distributed  on  the  basis  of  the  number  of  total 
unemployed  persons  and  the  number  of  low-income  adults,  with  states 
receiving  at  least  90  percent  of  their  prior  year  share.  The  1983  supplemental 
and  additional  1985  funds  appropriated  for  the  1984  program  year  (summer  of 
1985)  were  provided  to  assist  recipients  that  had  lost  funds  under  the  new 
JTPA  formula. 

Recent  and  Proposed  Changes:  In  the  past,  the  Administration  has  proposed 
a  sub-minimum  summer  wage  for  youth  to  help  pay  for  this  program  without 
increased  funding.  The  President's  FFY  1992  budget  proposes  to  merge  the 
youth  activities  of  the  JTPA  block  grant  (see  above)  with  SYEP  to  create  a  year- 
round  youth  program.  States  would  still  be  able  to  provide  a  summer  youth 
component  under  the  new  program.

A  forest  management  plan  developed  by  the  state  forester  and 
landowner  is  required  for  participation  in  FIP.

Program  Description:  This  program  is  designed  to  protect  jobs  of  American 
workers  and  ensure  that  the  wages  and  working  conditions  of  U.S.  workers 
will  not  be  adversely  affected  by  the  admission  of  nonagricultural  workers, 
and  to  assist  employers  by  supplementing  the  work  force  with  needed  skills. 
Aliens  who  seek  to  immigrate  to  the  United  States  for  employment  shall  be 
excluded  from  admission  unless  the  Secretary  of  Labor  determines  and 
certifies  to  the  Secretary  of  State  and  to  the  Attorney  General  that  there  are  not 
sufficient  U.S.  workers  available  for  employment  in  a  particular  field  and  that 
the  employment  of  such  aliens  will  not  adversely  affect  the  wages  and  working 
conditions  of  U.S.  workers  similarly  employed.

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17.207     EMPLOYMENT  SERVICE  ADMINISTRATION 

Program  Description:  These  funds  finance  allotments  to  states  under  the 
Wagner-Peyser  Act  to  provide  no-fee  employment  services  to  workers  seeking 
jobs  and  employers  seeking  workers.  Most  of  the  funds  for  the  program  are 
generated  by  unemployment  taxes  paid  by  employers.  Monies  are  provided 
for  salaries,  non-personnel  services,  data  processing  costs,  and  overhead 
expenses.  Beginning  in  1984,  this  program  has  been  forward -funded  —  budget 
authority  enacted  in  1991  is  to  be  used  in  1992. 

Formula  Description:  Through  1983,  funds  for  employment  service 
administration  were  distributed  on  the  basis  of  state  workload  and  costs. 
Beginning  in  1984,  funds  were  distributed  on  the  basis  of  a  new  formula 
included  in  the  Job  Training  Partnership  Act  of  1982.  The  distribution  is  based 
on  a  1983  base  allocation,  with  increases  based  on  calendar  year  state  civilian 
work  force  and  unemployment.  States  are  guaranteed  a  minimum  of  90 
percent  of  their  previous  year's  relative  share  of  the  total.  In  addition,  three 
percent  of  formula  funds  are  set  aside  to  guarantee  small  states  100  percent  of 
their  prior-year  share,  and  to  reduce  iosses  for  other  states. 

Recent  and  Proposed  Changes:  The  President's  FFY  1993  budget  request 
proposed  a  small  increase  in  funding  for  this  program.  Meanwhile,  the 
Administration's  Job  Training  2000  initiative  proposes  restructuring  the 
Employment  Services  Administration  by  incorporating  its  resources  into  Skill 
Centers  that  would  offer  testing,  counseling,  labor  market  information  and 
referrals  to  jobs  and  training.

Program  Description:  This  program  is  designed  to  provide  adjustment 
assistance  to  workers  adversely  affected  by  increased  imports  of  articles 
identical  to  or  directly  competitive  with  articles  produced  by  such  workers' 
firm.  State  employment  security  agencies  (SESA's)  serve  as  agents  of  the 
United  States  for  administering  the  worker  adjustment  assistance  benefit 
provisions  of  the  Trade  Act.  SESA's,  through  their  local  offices,  provide 
testing,  counseling,  and  job  placement  services;  job  search  and  relocation 
assistance;  training;  and  payment  of  weekly  trade  readjustment  allowances 
(TRA).  State  unemployment  compensation  and  extended  benefits  must  be 
exhausted  before  TRA  is  paid  to  eligible  claimants.  Trade  impacted  workers 
are  eligible  to  receive  job  search  and  relocation  allowances  in  addition  to  the 
costs  of  training.  They  may  be  paid  subsistence  and  transportation  allowances 
to  attend  approved  training  outside  the  normal  commuting  distance  of  a 
worker's  regular  place  of  residence. 

Formula  Description:  This  program  has  no  statutory  formula. 
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Recent  and  Proposed  Changes:  The  President's  FFY  1993  budget  request 
proposed  eliminating  this  program  and  called  for  the  general  dislocated 
workers  program  to  provide  employment  and  training  services  to  workers 
who  lose  their  jobs  because  of  imports.

Program  Description:  This  money  is  Illinois'  share  from  the  escrow  accounts 
established  by  the  U.S.  Department  of  Energy  in  response  to  determinations  of 
petroleum  violation  overcharges.  Illinois  had  to  file  a  proposed  refund 
utilization  plan,  which  was  submitted  in  May,  1984  with  second  stage  plans 
submitted  in  March  1986.  Portions  of  that  plan  had  to  be  resubmitted.  The 
Illinois  Department  of  Energy  and  Natural  Resources  is  the  single  point  of 
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contact  designated  for  this  program.  However,  some  of  this  money  goes 
directly  to  the  Illinois  Department  of  Commerce  and  Community  Affairs. 

Formula  Description:  The  distribution  of  funds  is  based  on  estimated  fuel 
consumption  in  each  state  during  the  period  of  overcharge.  Repayments  are 
distributed  at  90-day  intervals  as  cases  are  settled  and  funds  become  available. 
The  Department  of  Energy  estimates  that  all  remaining  cases  might  not  be 
settled  for  several  years,  thereby  delaying  the  final  distribution  to  states.

The  balance  is  allocated  on  the  basis  of  urban 
population  and  three  age-specific  population  groupings,  weighted  by  state  tax 
wealth.  No  state  may  receive  less  than  105  percent  of  the  total  1988  awards  for 
this  program  plus  the  alcohol  and  drug  treatment  and  rehabilitation  program. 

Recent  and  Proposed  Changes:  Although  the  President's  FFY  1993  budget 
request  proposed  level  funding,  it  also  requested  that  a  return  to  the  1991 
distribution  of  funding  for  the  substance  abuse  treatment  and  mental  health 
services  programs  be  reinstated.  This  could  pose  substantial  problems  for 
states  if  the  current  program-wide  maintenance  of  effort  requirement  is  split 
into  separate  requirements  for  mental  health  and  substance  abuse.

Amounts  over  those 
levels  are  matched  at  a  rate  that  declines  one  percent  per  year  until  it  reaches 
75  percent  for  1993.  This  program  is  treated  as  an  indexed  program  for  the 
purposes  of  Gramm-Rudman-Hollings,  and  only  increases  can  be  sequestered.

Recent  and  Proposed  Changes:  The  Anti-Drug  Abuse  Act  of  1988  created  a 
new  small  program  of  teacher  training.  The  program's  reauthorization  in  1989 
capped  the  governors'  share  at  $100  million,  created  a  new  $25  million 
program  of  emergency  grants  to  local  school  districts  in  the  "most  vulnerable" 
urban  and  rural  areas,  and  expanded  the  share  that  state  agencies  could  use  for 
administrative  purposes  to  5  percent.

20.205     HIGHWAY  PLANNING  AND  CONSTRUCTION 

This  federal  assistance  program  provides  funds  under  several  categories.  Each 
of  these  categories  is  presented  separately  below  in  order  to  provide  as  much 
detail  as  possible  concerning  the  purpose,  formula,  and  funding  for  each  unit 
of  this  program. 

Recent  and  Proposed  Changes:  The  Federal-Aid  Highway  Program 
previously  provided  funds  for  about  ten  categories:  Interstate  Construction, 
Interstate  4-R,  Primary  Systems,  Rural  Secondary  Systems,  and  Urban  Systems, 
Urban  Planning,  Bridge  Replacement  and  Rehabilitation,  Hazard  Elimination, 
Rail-Highway  Crossings,  and  Interstate  Substitution  projects.  Now,  the  newly 
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enacted  Intermodal  Surface  Transportation  Efficiency  Act  of  1991  (ISTEA  -  P.L. 
102-240),  will  make  a  number  of  changes  in  the  programs  available  for 
highway  assistance.  Two  primary  grant  systems  will  be  used,  the  National 
Highway  System  (NHS)  and  the  Surface  Transportation  Program  (STP). 

The  NHS  is  designed  to  serve  major  population  centers,  interstate  and 
interregional  travel,  and  public  transportation  facilities.  Funds  will  be 
available  for  projects  such  as  new  construction;  resurfacing,  restoring, 
rehabilitating,  and  reconstructing  roads;  highway  safety  improvement, 
highway  research  and  planning,  traffic  management,  carpools,  and  bicycle  and 
pedestrian  pathways.  The  state  matching  rate  is  20%. 

The  STP  is  designed  to  give  state  and  local  governments  the  flexibility  to 
meet  their  needs.  Projects  eligible  for  assistance  include:  construction  and 
maintenance  of  bridges,  transit  capital  expenditures,  planning,  safety 
improvements,  and  wetlands,  wildlife  and  ecosystem  mitigation.  The  state 
matching  rate  is  20%. 

In  addition,  the  ISTEA  of  1991  established  an  Interstate  Maintenance 
Program  to  replace  the  previous  Interstate  4-R  program  (20%  state  match), 
continued  the  Bridge  Replacement  and  Rehabilitation  Program  (20%  state 
match),  created  a  new  Congestion  Mitigation  and  Air  Quality  Improvement 
Program  (20%  state  match),  enacted  a  special  apportionment  adjustment  and 
authorized  500  special  projects. 

(1)     INTERSTATE  CONSTR  UCTION 

Program  Description:  Funds  are  provided  to  the  states  for  the  completion  of 
the  42,500  mile  interstate  highway  system.  This  program  was  continued  under 
the  ISTEA  of  1991,  but  only  for  states  with  unfinished  projects  (Illinois  will 
receive  no  new  funds).

The  Natural 
Gas  Pipeline  Safety  Act  authorizes  federal  reimbursement  of  up  to  50  percent 
of  a  state's  expenditures  during  the  year  for  personnel,  equipment,  and 
activities  reasonably  required  by  the  state  agency  for  the  conduct  of  its  pipeline 
safety  program.  The  Act  further  stipulates  that  the  state  expenditures  in  any 
given  year,  without  federal  assistance,  cannot  be  less  than  the  average  amount 
expended  by  the  state  for  gas  pipeline  safety  during  fiscal  years  1967  and  1968 
and  for  the  last  two  fiscal  years  preceding  the  date  of  enactment  of  the 
Hazardous  Liquid  Pipeline  Safety  Act  of  1979.  The  state  agency  must  also 
agree  to  provide  the  remaining  cost  of  the  safety  program(s).  Within  these 
limitations,  the  formula  used  to  allocate  the  majority  of  available  funds  assigns 
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a  preliminary  allocation  based  on  a  percentage  factor  inversely  related  to  the 
size  of  the  requested  funding.  These  amounts  are  modified  by  subtracting  an 
amount  calculated  by  multiplying  the  difference  between  the  total  requests  and 
the  primary  portion  of  available  funds  by  the  result  of  dividing  each  state's 
shortfall  (the  difference  between  the  request  and  the  preliminary  allocation)  by 
the  total  shortfall.  This  produces  a  primary  allocation.  A  secondary  allocation 
is  determined  by  assigning  point  values  to  the  states  for  having  achieved 
certain  levels  of  program  participation,  dividing  this  point  score  by  the  sum  of 
the  states'  point  scores,  and  multiplying  this  ratio  by  the  amount  available  for 
the  distribution.  In  1989,  remaining  funds  were  distributed  according  to 
certain  criteria  designed  to  seek  improvements  in  state  programs.  The  criteria 
used  were  jurisdiction,  inspector  qualifications,  recommended  number  of 
inspection  person-days,  underground  utility  damage  prevention  and  other 
relevant  criteria.  In  1989,  the  federal  allocations  represented  26  percent  of  the 
estimated  state  request  in  the  natural  gas  program  (range:  15  to  50  percent)  and 
the  federal  allocations  represented  10  percent  of  the  estimated  state  request  in 
the  hazardous  liquid  program  (range:  6  to  40  percent).

Recent  and  Proposed  Changes:  The  allocation  formula  was  changed  for  1990 
to  adjust  the  size  of  the  base.  The  50  percent  matching  rate  was  originally 
scheduled  to  go  into  effect  for  1990,  but  was  deferred  by  appropriations 
language.  The  President's  FFY  1993  budget  request  proposed  to  increase  the 
state  matching  rate  from  25  percent  in  1992  to  50  percent  in  1993.  Also, 
language  in  the  1992  appropriations  bill  permanently  removing  the  four-year 
limit  on  grants  to  multi-jurisdictional  task  forces  would  be  repealed.

thereby.  The  NAP  factors  are  prescribed  by  the  Secretary  in  accordance  with 
Sections  4  and  11,  respectively,  of  the  Act;  the  numbers  of  lunches  are  obtained 
from  programmatic  reports  submitted  to  FNS.  Section  11  of  the  Act  requires 
that  the  NAP  factors  be  adjusted  annually,  according  to  changes  in  the  food 
away  from  home  component  of  the  Consumer  Price  Index  for  all  urban 
consumers;  the  source  is  the  Bureau  of  Labor  Statistics.  Effective  with  the  1981- 
82  school  year  (school  year  being  defined  as  the  period  July  I  through  June  30), 
and  subsequent  years  thereafter,  each  state  must  appropriate  from  state 
revenues  and  use,  for  program  purposes,  an  amount  equal  to  30  percent  of  the 
Section  4  funds  made  available  to  the  state  in  the  1980-81  school  year.

Program  payments  to  child  care  or  adult  day 
care  centers  depend  on  the  number  of  meals  served  to  enrolled  participants 
multiplied  by  the  appropriate  rates  of  reimbursements.  For  children  in  child 
care  centers  and  eligible  adults  in  adult  day  care  centers,  these  rates  are 
determined  by  the  income  levels  of  the  children  /adults  served.
